Furthermore, there are so ninny sane 
and logical reasons for this method of 
tree planting Mint even Hie most skej*- 
thnl could not fail to l*e convinced. 
Obviously when a tree has to use a 
large part of its energies In forcing its 
roofs through the hard soil It can­ 
not be expected to make the same 
rapid growth and come into such 


free planting time, unless It Is des!. 
able to add some manure or fertilize!

is an excellent practice, especially in 
poor soil. 
lf the earth Is sour, sticky 
clay a few pounds of lime scattered In 
the hole will materially assist In floc­ 
culating the Clay and keeping it per­ 
manently granulated and sweet.
